The Aviators Were Only Thirty Feel 


Above the Ground When Welch Losi 
Control. 


Lieutenant Leighton W. Hazlehurst 
Seventeenth infantry, U. S. A., of Miv 
con, Ga., and A, L. Welch, of Wash 
ington, were killed at College Park 
Md., when a new army aeroplane oi 
the Wright type, in which the twt 
men were flying, fell to the ground a 
the army aviation school and was com 
pletely wrecked. 


Lieutenant Hazlehurst and Welcl 
had just started on their trip and hat 
reached an elevation of about 200 feet 
when the machine suddenly crashes 
to the ground. Death to both was in 
stantaneous. 
The machine was com 
pletely wrecked. 


(Welch was flying the machino anc 
Lieutenant Hazlehurst was with hin 
as a passenger. They had ascended r 
distance of about 200 feet, when thej 
dipped to come down and go up again 
When 
about 
thirty feet from the 
ground and going at a tremendous 
speed, estimated by eye witnesses tc 
be between fifty and sixty miles ai 
hour, the machine collapsed and dash 
ed to the earth. Apparently the weigln 
of the engine and the two aviator, 
caused the collapse. Captain C. DeF 
Chandler and seven other army officers 
witnessed the crash. 


The 
machine was brought to th( 
aviation school three weeks ago b> 
Orville Wright. Welch came with hiir 
from Dayton, O., as a teacher for tht 
Wright company. Fifteen flight« hac 
been made in the machine without ac 
cident since it was brought to Col 
lege Park. 
Both Lieutenant Hazle 
hurst and Welch had separately made 
successful trips in the machine. Welcl 
was said by Orville Wright to be on< 
of their best teachers. 


Lieutenant 
Hazlehurst 
was 
bui 
twenty-six years old and had been Ir 
the army since 1904. He was born ir 
Mississippi and was appointed to th« 
military academy from that state. Af 
ter completing his four years of stud) 
at West Point he was appointed f 
second lieutenant in the Seventeentl 
infantry, where he served for a time 
afterward being detailed to the signa 
corps, where he was assigned to avia 
tion. 


Throughout the short time he wa? 
In the military service he served witl 
distinction and was known for hli 
work in aeronautics. He made man: 
flights In various aeroplanes owne< 
by the government and this was hi* 
first accident

Thrse Mett Death In Air. 


Three men met a horrible death higt 
In the air In Elizabeth, N. J., on a higl 
tension wire of the Public Service cor 
poration. 


For more than an hour their burn 
ing bodies remained swaying above the 
street until removed by firemen. 


The victims were William Willridgo 
of Mount Vernon, N. J,; Frank Jack 
son, of Newark, and Albert Burbanli 
of Fords' Corner, N. J. 


All were linemen employed by tht 
Light and Power corporation. Willridgt 
was adjusting a metal cross arm oi 
the pole when he came in contact witl 
the wire. Death was almost instanta 
neous. Jackson and Burbank, who wert 
working on the pole below him, climb 
ed up to his aid, only to die as ht 
had. 


The tragedy occurred in the h*ari 
of the residence section of Elizabeth 
but the horror-stricken witnesses o 
the affair could render no aid until th» 
current had been shut ott and tht 
fir+ift*ii brought ladders to take tin 
bodies down. 


Restores Sight to Blind Man. 


Owen A. Harris, formerly the chiei 
engineer at 
the 
Medico-Chirurgica) 
hospital in Philadelphia, and who had 
been blind for eight years, went forth 
from the hospital, his sight in one eye 
partially restored by a delicate an1 
daring operation, which has never be 
fore been successfully attempted. 


The white, opaque tissue that had 
lain across the retina of his eye, ob 
»curihg his vision, had been removed 
and the healthy, living tissue of an 
other person's eye, otherwise disabled 
had been grafted in Its place. 
The 
physiological action in tilie substances 
forming the eye had done the rest. 


Dr. L. Webster Fox, the eye spe 
oialist, performed the operation, whicb 
in 
twenty-three days 
restored 
the 
man’s sight so that ho can walk aboul 
without aid. Dr. Fox said that the out 
come of the operation is not flnall> 
settled, and that he would not care tc 
discuss it until the ultimate result ii 
absolutely determined. 


Harris went to the hospital on the 
21st of May and the operation wa? 
performed at once. As a result of ar 
explosion 
of 
hydro-ammonia 
eight 
years ago next November the translu 
cent tissues covering the front of the 
eye through which the light rays arc 
admitted to the retina were destroyer 
by the burn, and in their place s 
white, opaque substance, similar tc 
the cornea, formed over the retina 
excluding all light. 


The operation consisted of cuttln? 
away, film at a time, the white tissui 
that clouded the eye, until only one 
thin film held the liquid 
substance 
within the interior of the eyeball. Ther 
carefully the healthy translucent films 
from the otherwise disabled eye of an 
other man were grafted over the pupil

Set the mixture aside to set­ 
tle, then pour off the 
clear 
liquid. 
Store in small bottles with tight corks, 
as the liquid absorbs carbonic acid 
from the air, which darkens it and re­ 
duces its strength.

A dellciout detsert for luncheon or 
a supper cake is prepared by using 
small sponge cakes baked In gem pant, 
cut open and filled 
with 
tweetened 
and flavored whipped cream. Squates 
of sponge cake may be used with the 
whipped cream on top. 


A beautiful and 
dainty 
salad 
It 
strawberry and lettuce with mayon­ 
naise. 
In a nest of blanched lettuce 
leaves arrange a few berries and a ta­ 
blespoonful of mayonnaise made with­ 
out using mustard. 


For a variety, a poached egg on but­ 
tered toast, the butter to be mixed 
with anchovy paste, 
Is 
a 
pleasant 
change. 


Liver Soup.—Take a half pound of 
cold cooked liver and grind it In a 
meat chopper. 
Fry one onion sliced 
in two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
add the liver. Add a cup of dry and 
sifted bread crumbs, season with salt, 
pepper and add a quart and a half of 
stock. Thicken with the .yolk of egg 
after straining. 


A delicious dessert and one that Is 
simple and quickly prepared, is made 
as follows: 
Butter several slices of 
bread, lay in 
a baking 
dish 
and 
sprinkle over it a generous layer of 
fresh rhubarb, some sugar and anoth­ 
er layer of buttered bread and rhu­ 
barb; add a little water and bake for 
a half hour. A meringue may be add­ 
ed to the pudding if desired to make 
it a little more dainty.

DISHES SEASONABLE. 


A *most delicious way 
of serving 
strawberries is to hollow out a suffi­ 
cient number of popovers, 
and 
All 
them with 
sweetened 
strawberries; 
roll or sprinkle with powered sugar 
and serve with cream. 


Eggs, With Cheese Sauce and Aspara- 
gut.—Cover four eggs 
with 
boiling 
water (at least 
two quarts), 
cover 
closely and let stand on the back of 
he stove for half an hour. 
Chill the 
ggs and remove the shells, then cut 
in quarters lengthwise. 
Have ready 
eight rounds of hot buttered toast; set 
two pieces of egg on each and dispose 
them in a circle on a hot p^ate. 
Set 
a bunch of hot boiled asparagus tjp* 
in the center and pour a ¿art of a cup 
of hot cheese sauce over 
the eggs. 
Serve the rest of the sauce separately. 


Cheese Sauce.—Melt two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, add two of flour, salt 
and pepper, then add a cup of milk 
and cook until thick. Add a half cup 
of grated cheese, and when it is melt­ 
ed the sauce Is ready to serve. 


Date Bread.—To one cup of scalded 
milk cooled, add a half of a 
com­ 
pressed yeast cake which has been 
softened 
in 
a 
fourth 
of 
a 
cup 
of 
water: 
add 
half 
p. 
teaspoon­ 
ful 
of 
salt, 
a 
fourth 
of a 
cup 
of molasses or sugar and one cup of 
well-cleaned 
dates 
chopped 
rather 
coarse, two cups of whole wheat flour 
and enough white flour to make a 
dough that may be kneaded. 
Put all 
the Ingredients into a bowl, using a 
knife to mix with, adding flour 
as 
needed. When light shape into a loaf 
and when light again bake a,n hour. 


Mushroom Salad.—Small or button 
mushrooms should be used for this. 
Remove the outer skin and most of 
the stalk, drop them into boiling salt­ 
ed water and boil gently for two min­ 
utes. 
Remove them on to 
a cloth. 
When cold, sprinkle with pepper, salt 
and chopped parsley. Pile in a salad 
bowl and cover with French dressing; 
one part vinegar to three parts oil and 
salt and pepper to taste.

boiling water over half a pound 
of 
dates, skim out and dry in the oven. 
When cold, cut each 
date in 
four 
pieces, rejecting the stones; sprinkle 
with a fourth of a teaspoonful of salt 
and four tablespoonfuls of olive 
oil. 
Mix the apple and date and set aside 
in a cool place for an hour. 
When 
ready to serve add more oil and lem­ 
on Juice if the mixture seems dry. 
Servp in a bowl lined with blanched 
heart leaves of lettuce. 


Pineapple 8alad.—Shred one pine­ 
apple, add half the amount of white 
grapes skinned and seeded, an equal 
quantity of celery cut in small pieces 
and half a cup of brazil nuts peeled 
and sliced in small pieces. 
Moisten 
with mayonnaise and serve on lettuce 
leaves garnished with cherries, 


Oranges peeled and sliced placed on 
a bed of crisp watercress and served 
with French dressing is a most delec­ 
table salad to serve with a duck din­ 
ner. 


Tomato and Nut Salad.—Scoop out 
the centers of a half dozen tomatoes; 
to the drained pulp add equal am ount 
of chopped walnuts and a fourth of a 
cup of chopped green peppers. Serve 
with mayonnaise dressing. 
Fill the 
shells and garnish with mayonnaise.

Within a few hundred yards of a 
beach where fifty-one years ago two 
fishermen found him with his legs 
amputated, “Gerome,” Nova Scotia’s 
man of mystery, died a few days ago, 
silent to the end about his Identity. 


Although he undoubtedly possessed 
the power of speech, "Gerome" had 
not conversed with anyone in the half 
century he had been cared 
for 
by 
Didter Comeau and the latter’s sons 
and daughters. «During all of this time 
“Gerome” had remained a mystery to 
the settlers here, most of whom are 
known as "returned Acadlans," being 
the descendants of the compatriots of 
Evangeline who returned to this part 
of their adopted country after their 
expulsion by the English In 1755. 


Away back in the summer of '1861, 
according to tradition, a ship differ* 
tent from those usually teen here, put 
off a small boat which made for the 
shore and deposited above the tide 
line an object that several hours later 
was discovered to bs a man. His legs 
had been freshly amputated and there 
was a Jug of water and a package of 
ship’s biscuits bpslde the man, who 
had suffered greatly from exposure. 


Wrapped in blankets and taken to 
the ComenU house, where, ever since 
he had been a welcome member of 
the household, the man was finally 
revived by a physician. In half a doz­ 
en languages the man was asked: 


"What is your name?” 
To 
this 
question, in Italian, propounded by the 
elder Comeau, the man made 
mut­ 
tered reply: 
“Gerome!” 
Never after 
that, however, did “Gerome” utter a 
word except on one occasion, 
when 
asked wrhere he came from. “Trieste” 
was the reply made, seemingly in an 
unguarded moment. 


Physicians from all parts 
of 
the 
w'orld who have visited this land of 
Evangeline in the flftyo-ne summers 
that have elapsed since “Gerome” wras 
found on the beach, have studied the 
man's case. Most of them have agreed 
that he might have spoken had be de­ 
sired to do so; one or two have vouch­ 
safed the opinion that some terrible 
experience through which “Gerome” 
passed frightened him 
out 
of 
his 
senses and rendered him unable to ut­ 
ter an intelligible word.—rNew

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RULE 70R PRUNING SHRUBS 


Operation Should Be Performed After 
Tiity Flower, Exctpt In Case 
of Hydrangtat. 


A Well-Meaning Bride.

All flowering thrubs but hydrangeas 
should be pruned after they flower. 
Most people who spoil the flowering 
shrubs do so bocause they prune them 
at the wrong time of the year. 


The expert gardener who really 
knows what he wants, and how to at­ 
tain it, can prune at any time of the 
year, but for the Inexperienced ama­ 
teur it Is wise to follow this safe rule 
—prune after flowering. 
This it stat­ 
ing the idea in the shortest terms, and 
in practice Is the same as the rule 
commonly given, viz., to prune spring 
flowering shrubs In the early 
sum­ 
mer, and the late flowering kinds, like 
the hydrangea, in the winter. 


Pruning is done for three definite 
objects: 
First, to keep the bushes in 
proper shape; secondly, to keep them 
within bounds; thirdly, to insure an 
abundance of bloom next year. These 
three objects can be attained at the 
same time, but generally the third fea­ 
ture Is sacrificed to the other two. The 
broad principle to observe is to re­ 
move all branches which have flower­ 
ed. 
This causes other buds to push 
out and the new wood It made for the 
next crop of flowers. 
All dead wood 
or 
overcrowded 
branches 
will 
of 
course be removed In the ordinary 
course of events. 


All the common or popular spring 
blooming Bhrubs flower from buds 
made on the shoots of the prevtous 
year; they have the buds all ready to 
develop as soon as there is sufficient 
warmth. By pruning as soon as flow­ 
ering Is done room is made for a full 
growth of the new shoot which will 
flower next season. These shoots are 
strengthened 
by 
this 
exposure to 
plenty of light and air, and are In 
every way better. Moreover, the ama­ 
teur can see just wrhat he is doing. 


The expert horticulturist, who can 
tell the old wood from the new\ will 
prune In winter or early spring, and 
be quite successful, and he will get a 
more profuse blooming.—Garden and 
Farm Almanac. 


TRAINS ITS CITY OFFICIALS 


Dutteldorf, One of Germany't MunU 
palltitp, Ettablishet a New Kind 
of School. 


Düsseldorf, one of the conspicuous­ 
ly well groomed cities of Germany— 
and for that matter of the world—hits 
established a precedent that may be 
followed to great advantage in Amer­ 
ica. 
It has established a college for 
the Instruction of municipal officials 
who have a real career open for them 
In that city and country. 


According to advices 
from, 
Ger­ 
many, although her cities, 
perhaps, 
have the best public officials in any 
nation, the recent development 
of 
municipal 
policies has proved 
that 
even in this field further instruction 
is necessary. 
The rapid growth of 
German 
communities 
has 
forced 
many of their officials into spheres 
of greater responsibility than 
they 
faced at the time they entered office, 
and It Is, therefore, incumbent 
upoa 
them—especially 
those 
who 
hold 
higher and more responsible posts—» 
to study in order to fulfill the duties 
connected with executive 
positions. 
And to their credit it must be 
said 
that they are eager for instruction. 


Düsseldorf 
hat conceived a plan 
under which 
a special school for 
:he higher municipal officials 
has 
been established. 
This institution of 
learning, standing 
absolutely 
under 
the 
control 
of 
the 
municipality, 
opened on Oc*)ber 30. 
Its courses 
are Intended to cover two semesters 
of three months’ lecture periods each, 
at the end of which the students will 
have to undergo a graduating examin­ 
ation. 
The course of study will cover 
all phases of municipal law; the mod­ 
ern problems in the life of the city, 
3uch as labor and social questions; 
the relief of the poor, public sanlta- 
tion, the organization of city gov­ 
ernment and city charters.—Christian 
Science Monitor.

ol the ciliary muscle. 


Take a person who is far sighted, 
for Instance. 
If the degree of far 
alghtedness Is not great, the brain 
keeps sending enough nerve force to 
<he muscle to keep it constantly con­ 
tracted. The same thing happens in a 
low degree of astigmatism. 
The vic­ 
tim can see well enough and refuses to 
recognize eye strain as the cause of 
the burnings and itchings and head­ 
aches from which he suffers. 
| A continual strain upon the eyes 
causes not only headaches, but, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Woods Hutchinson, a 
majority of the cases of stomach trou­ 
ble are due to eye strain. This may 
seem a surprising statement, but if 
the eyes require an unusual concentra­ 
tion of nerve force it is reasonable to 
suppose that the stomach, as well as

other organs of the body, must suffer 
in consequence. 
I have come In con­ 
tact with a number of cases in which 
a continual strain upon the eyes has 
affected the mind. 
In some of these 
there was evident simply an inability 
to concentrate the brain upon any one 
subject. In others there was a loss of 
memory, and In two a mild form of 
insanity. Many clerks of my acquaint­ 
ance have lost good posltlonV simply 
because they failed to recognise the 
obvious fact that they were straining 
their eyes.

Glasses prop­ 
erly fitted relieve th* strain, and jire 
a i?ood investment, even iF you find Ii 
necessary to wear them only a part of 
the time. 
No one obliged to earii his 
living can afford to experiment with 
his eyes, and an ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure. You cannot 
serv$ your employer efficiently with 
impaired vision, or when you are suf­ 
fering from the many ills due to strain 
upon the eyes. You owe it to him as 
well as to yourself to remedy the fault 
if any exists.—Chicago Tribune.

Has Been Placed on a Substantial 
Basis In Germany.

The number of cases of sickness 
with Inability to work which received 
aid from the various classes of invalid 
insurance in Germany during 1910 was 
5,197,080, as against 5,045,793 in 1909. 
The average number of members in­ 
creased from 12,519,785 in 1909 to 13,- 
069,375 in 1910, The total number of 
days of sickness for which compensa­ 
tion or hospital treatment was given 
was 104,708,104, an average of 8.01 per 
member, compared with 
103,3158,412 
days in 1909, an average or 8.2t> per 
member. 
The total number of lunds 
* was 23,188 in 1910, divided among 
parish invalid insurance, district silk 
funds, trade funds, builders’ funds, 
corporation 
funds, 
and 
registered 
funds. 


The joint capital of the 
various 
funds amounted to 170,543,200 in 1910 
and the receipts, minus those for In­ 
valid insurance, came to |90,209,710. 
The regular expenses, minus the cost 
of management for invalid Insurance, 
amounted to 183,429,752. The costs or 
illness included ln the last total aggre­ 
gated 170,164,957. The average or Ill­ 
ness expenses was |5.83 per member 
and the costs of management aver­ 
aged only 37 cents per member. 
The 
costs of management, minus those or 
the invalid insurance, totaled $4,803,- 
338. 
The costs of the trade funds 
and the builders’ funds are sustained 
almost entirely by the employes and 
those of the parish invalid insurance 
wholly by the parish.

One reason why it Is well to let the 
new calf run with the mother a day 
of two is because it is better able to 
take the swelling from the udder than 
the hand milker is. 


Burn the diseased branches so that 
the other trees will not be contami* 
ated. It will also 
advisable to open 
the heads of peach trees, remove the 
surplus branches and take off the 
water sprouts. 


Avoid sudden changes in the feed 
of your hogs. 
Diminish the old feed 
gradually and make up the shortage 
with the proportionate amount of the 
new. Sudden changes in diet will re­ 
tard development. 


A good, balanced feed for a horse li 
one quart of oats and one of bran 
twice each day, when idle, and three 
times a day when a t work—substi­ 
tuting corn for oats occasionally; and 
hall a bundle of fodder, or one good 
forkful of hay, three tim es a d a y a t 
regular hourg. 


When your old pipe becomes too 
strong you may easily remedy it by 
boiling it in milk for several hours, 
then giving it to the janitor. 


A neat and effective way of keeping 
your cravats within easy reach and 
at the same time preventing their get­ 
ting wrinkled is to stretch a wire from 
wall to wall of your room and sus­ 
pending them from it. 


Never leave your wet umbrella to 
dry of itself. 
This is apt to rot the 
material or to rust the ribs. 
Close it 
and place it in the oven over night. 


Boot trees are expensive. 
You may 
easily make them for yourself by se­ 
curing a large piece of mahogany and 
whittling it to the shape of your shoe.

in the death rate from consumption 
in the coming decade will be even 
more marked than in the last one.”

Above the Ground When Welch Losi 
Control. 


Lieutenant Leighton W. Hazlehurst 
Seventeenth infantry, U. S. A., of Ma- 
con, Ga., and A. L. Welch, of Wash 
ington, were killed at College Park 
Md.» when a new army aeroplane oj 
the Wri-ght type, In which the twt 
men were flying, fell to the ground a 
the army aviation school and WAS com 
pletely wrecked. 


Lieutenant Hazlehurst and Weld 
had just started on their trip and hat 
reached an elevation of about 200 feet 
when the machine suddenly crashet 
to the ground. Death to both was in 
stantaneous. 
The machine was com 
pletely wrecked. 


, Welch was flying the machine anc 
Lieutenant Hazlehurst was with hin 
as a passenger. They had ascended c 
distance of about 200 feet, when thej 
dipi)cd to come down and go up again 
When 
about 
thirty feet from the 
ground and going at a tremendous 
speed, estimated by eye witnesses tc 
be between fifty and sixty miles ar 
hour, the machine collapsed and dash 
ed to tlie earth. Apparently the weighi 
of the engine and the two aviator, 
caused the collapse. Captain C. DeF 
Chandler and seven other army officerf 
witnessed the crash.

machine was brought to thi 
aviation school three weeks ago b> 
Orville Wright. Welch came with hin 
from Dayton, 0., as a teacher for th(

Restores Sight to Blind Man. 


Owen A. Harris, formerly tlie chlel 
engineer 
at the iMedico-Chirurgical 
hospital in Philadelphia, and who had 
been blind for eight yeai's, went forth 
from the hospital, his »ight in one eye 
partially restored by a delicate an1 
daring opemtlon, which has nover be 
fore been succossfully attempted. 


The white, opaque tissue that had 
lain across the retina of his eye. ob 
»curlhg his vision, had been removed 
and tlie healthy, living tissue of an 
other person's eye, otherwise disabled 
had been grafted In Its place. Thp 
physiological action In tilie substances 
forming the eye had done the rest. 


Dr. L. Webster Pox, the eye spe 
olallst, performed the operation, which 
in 
twenty-three 
days 
restored th( 
man's sight so that ho can walk aboul 
without aid. Dr. Pox said that tlie out 
come of tlie operation is not flnalb 
settled, and that he would not care tc 
discuss It until the ultimate result ii 
absolutely determined.

Set the mixture aside to set- 
tle, then pour off the 
clear 
liquid. 
Store in small bottles with tight corks, 
as the liquid absorbs carbonic acid 
from the air, whicli darkens It and re- 
duces its strength.

Delicious salads to serve with roast 
meats or at a luncheon of bread and 
butter: 


Prunt and Pecan Nut Salad.—Soak 


a quarter of a pound of prunes over 
night in cold water, then cook on the 
back part of the stove until tender, 
no longer; the water should be evap- 
orated by that time. 
When cold, cut 
from the stones in lengthwise pieces. 
Cut pecan meats In slices and 
mix 
with olive oil and lemon juice, salt 
and red pepper. Turn over lettuce and 
serve, 


Apple and 
Date 
Salad.—Peel 
and 
core three choice apples and cut them 
In match-like pieces; there should be 
about a pint. 
Squeeze the juice of 
half a lemon over the apple. 
Pour 
boiling water over half a pound 
of 
dates, skim out and dry in the oven. 
When cold, cut each 
date In 
four 
pieces, rejecting the stones; sprinkle 
with a fourth of a teaspoonful of salt 
and four tablespoonfuls of olive 
oil. 
Mix the apple and date and set aside 
in a cool place for an hour. 
When 
ready to serve add more oil and lem- 
on juice if 
the 
mixture seems dry. 
Servp in a bowl lined with blanched 
heart leaves of lettuce. 


Pineapple Salad.—Shred one 
pine- 
apple, add half the amount of white 
grapes skinned and seeded, an equal 
quaniity of celery cut in small pieces 
and half a cup of brazil nuts peeled 
and sliced in small pieces. 
Moisten 
with mayonnaise and serve on lettuce 
leaves garnished with cherries. 


Oranges peeled and sliced placed on 
a bed of crisp waterc^ss and served 
with French dressing Is a most delec- 
table salad to serve with a duck din- 
ner. 


Tomato and Nut Salad.—Scoop out 
the centers of a half dozen tomatoes; 
to the drained pulp add equal amount 
of chopped walnuts and a fourth of a 
cup of chopped green peppers, Serve 
with mayonnaise dressing. 
Flll the 
shells and garnish with mayonnaise.

Nova Scotla'e Ltfllete Man 
of Mystery, iiltnt for Half 
Century^ la Doad. 


Within a few hundred yards of a 
beach where fifty-one years ago two

man of mystery, died a few days ago, 
silent to the end about bis identity. 


Although he undoubtedly possessed 
the power of speech, "Gerome" had 
not conversed with anyone in the half 
c^^ntury he had been cared 
for 
by 
Dldter Comeau and the latter's sons 
and dauRhters. «During all of this time 
"Gerome" had remained a mystery to 
the settlers here, most of whom are 
known as "returned Acadlans," being 
the descendants of the compatriots of 
Evangeline who returned to this part 
of their adopted country after their 
expulsion by the English in 1755, 


Away back In the summer of '1861, 
according to tradition, a ship differ- 
ent from those usually seen here, put 
off a small boat which made for the 
shore and deposited above the 
tide 
line an object that several hours later 
was discovered to bs a man. His legs 
had been freshly amputated and there 
was a jug of water and a package of 
ship's biscuits beside the man, who 
had suffered greatly from exposure. 


Wrapped In blankets and taken to 
the Comeah house, where, ever since 
he had been a welcome member of 
the household, the man was 
finally 
revived by a physician. 
In half a doz- 
en lanRuages the man was asked: 


"What Is your name?" 
To 
this 
question, In Italian, propounded by the 
elder Comeau, the man made 
mut- 
tered reply: 
"Gerome!" 
Never after 
that, however, did "Gerome" utter a 
word except on one 
occasion, 
when 
asked where he came from, 
"Trieste" 
was the reply made, seemingly In an 
unguarded moment.

summers 
that have elapsed since "Gerome" was 
found on the beach, have studied the 
man's case. Moat of them have agreed

which 
"Gerome" 
passed frightened him 
out 
of 
his 
senses and rendered him unable to ut-

OiMratlon Should l e Performed Aft«r 
They Flower, Except In Cam 
of Hydrangeas. 


All flowerlni: shrubs but hydrangiM« 
should be pruned after they 
flower. 
Most people who snoll the 
flowering 
shrub« do so because they prune them 
at the wrong: time of the year. 


The 
expert 
gardener who 
really 
knows what he wants, and how to at- 
tain it, can prune at any time of th« 
year, but for the inexperienced ama- 
teur It is wiso to follow this safe rule 
—prune after 
flowering. 
This is stat- 
ing the idea In the shortest terms, and 
in practice is the same as the rule 
commonly given, viz., to prune spring 
flowering 
shrubs in the early 
sum- 
men and the late flowering kinds, like 
the hydrangea. In the winter. 


Pruning la done for three definite 
objects: 
First, to keep the bushes In 
proper shape; secondly, to keep them 
within bounds: thirdly, to insure an 
abundance of bloom next year. 
These 
three objects can be attained at the 
same time, but generally the third fea- 
ture is sacrificed to the other two. The 
broad principle to observe is to re- 
move all branches which have flower- 
ed. 
This causes other buds to push 
out and the new wood is made for the 
next crop of 
flowers. 
All dead wood 
or 
overcrowded 
branches 
will 
of 
course be removed In the 
ordinary 
course of events. 


All the common or popular spring 
blooming shrubs 
flower 
from 
buda 
made on the shoots of the previous 
year; they have the buds all ready to 
develop as soon as there is sufflcient 
warmth. 
By pruning as soon as flow- 
ering is done room is made for a full 
growth of the new shoot which will 
flower next season. These shoots are 
strengthened 
by 
this 
exposure to 
plenty of light and air, and are In 
every way better. 
Moreover, the ama- 
teur can see Just what he is doing. 


The expert horticulturist, who can 
tell the old wood from the new, will 
prune in winter or early spring, and 
be quite successful, and he will get a 
more profuse blooming.—Garden and 
Farm Almanac.

Düsseldorf, one of the consplcuoua- 
ly well groomed cities of Germany— 
and for that matter of the world—hkm 
established a precedent that may be 
followed to great advantage in Amer- 
ica. 
It has established a college for 
the instruction of municipal oflicials 
who have a real career open for them 
in that city and country.

her cities, 
perhaps, 
have the best public officials in any 
nation, the recent development 
of 
municipal 
policies has proved 
that 
even in this field further instruction 
Is necessary. 
The rapid 
growth of 
German 
communities 
has 
forced 
many of their officials Into 
spheres 
of greater responsibility 
than 
they 
faced at the time they entered office, 
and It is, therefore, incumbent 
upoa 
them—especially 
those 
who 
hold 
higher and more responsible posts-— 
to study in order to fulfill the duties 
connected with executive 
positions. 
And to their credit It must be 
said 
that they are eager for instruction. 


Düsseldorf 
has 
conceived 
a plan 
under which 
a 
special 
school 
for 
:he 
higher 
municipal 
officials 
has 
been established. 
This liistitution of 
learning, standing 
absolutely 
under 
Che 
control 
of 
the 
munlcipailty. 
opened 
on 
October 30. 
Its course» 
are intended to cover two semesters 
of three months' lecture periods each, 
at the end of which the students will 
have to undergo a graduating examin- 
ation. 
The course of study will cover 
all phases of municipal law; the mod- 
ern problems in the life of the oliy, 
such as labor and social question»; 
the relief of the poor, public 
saniu- 
tion, the organization

Workers' Insurance 
Against 
Illness 
Has Been Placed on a Substantial 
Basis in Germany.

The number of cases of sickness 
with Inability to work which received 
aid from the various classes of invalid 
iusurance in Germany during li^lO was 
5,197,080. as against 5,045,793 In 1909. 
The average number of members in- 
creased from 12,519.785 In 1909 to la,- 
069,375 in 1910. The total number of 
days of sickness for which compensa- 
tion or hospital treatment was given 
was 104,708,104, an average of 8.01 per 
member, compared 
with 
103,368,412 
days in 1909, an average of 8.26 per 
member. 
The total number of funds 
« was 23,188 in 1910, divided 
among 
parish Invalid insurance, district silk 
funds, trade funds, builders' funds, 
corporation 
funds, 
and 
registered 
funds. 


The joint capital of 
the 
various 
funds amounted to 170,543,200 in 1910 
and the receipts, minus those for In- 
valid Insurance, came to f90,269,710. 
The regular expenses, minus the cost 
of management for invalid insurance, 
amounted to 183,429,752. The costs of 
illness Included in the last total aggre- 
gated 170,164,957. 
The average of ill- 
ness expenses was |5.83 per member 
and the costs of management aver- 
aged only 37 cents per member. 
The 
cuHts of management, minus those of 
tho invalid insurance, totaled |4,863,- 
338. 
The costs of the trade funds 
and the builders' funds are sustained 
almost entirely by the employes and 
those of tho parish invalid insurance 
wholly by tho pariah.
